The undersigned as Chairman of the Cumberland County Water District (“District”) has been advised by
the District’s Bond Counsel, Henry M. Reed 111, that the Public Service Commission (“Commission”) has received
and considered the District’s application for approval for the construction of water line extensions identified in the
District’s Petition to the Commission as Phase I of the Project described.

Bond Counsel has advised that the Commission interprets the provisions of the 2006 Budget Bill (House
Bill 380 appearing at Section F20 of Chapter 252 of the Acts of the 2006 Regular Session of the Kentucky General
Assembly) as exempting the construction of line extensions which does not require a water district to incur an
indebtedness.

Since Bond Counsel and the District believe that the phase I project described in the District’s petition
meets the requirements for the exemption set forth in the 2006 Budget Bill, the District hereby advises the
Commission that it intends to proceed with the construction of said line extensions forthwith and certifies that in any
event actual construction of Phase 1 of the Project will commence prior to June 30, 2008.
